HATCH, Abram, president of the 
Warntch Stake of Zion from 1877 to 1901, 
is the son of Hezekiah Hatch and 
Aldura Sumner, and was born Jan. 3, 
1830, in Lincoln, Addison county, Ver- 
mont. in a pleasant farm house near 
the foot hill of the Green Mountains. 
We is the fourth son of a family of 
five sons and two daughters. His 
grandfather (Jeremiah Hatch) was a 
soldier of the Revolution and serve? 
under General Washington. Abram 
received a common school education in 
of Lincoln 


the rural distriet school 
and Bristol. and had reached the age 
of ten years when Ther Peletinh 


Brown came to that section of coun- 
try, preaching “Mormonism.” The en- 
tlre family, consisting of his grand- 
father and grandmother, father, mother 
and thelr children, joined the Church, 
His mother died In 1849, and in the fall 
of that year the family moved to Nau- 
voo, where his father bought property. 
opened up a farm on the prairie and 
built a brick house on Mulholland 
street, in the city, three blocks east of 
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the Tempie; he died In 1341. Abram 
becnme a member of the Nauvoo Le- 
gion and served with the posse under 
Col. Stephen Markham and Sheriff Jacob 
Anekenstos In 1815. During the exodus 
of 1846 he rendered efficient service as 
captain of the numerous flat-bottome} 
ferry boats employed to cross the Mis- 
stasippl river carrying the Aveing mul- 
titude. He was also in the firat com- 
pany that moved west in the main 
“Camp of Israel” which made its ren- 
desvouz on Sugar creek, and he drove 
a wagon for Joseph C. Kingsbury. He 
nastated to bulld the temporary settie- 
ment of Garden Grave, visita) Mis- 
souri, and later made n trip to Penn- 
to pee gome of his relatives 
who had identified themselves with the 
Rigdonite movement. He again joined 
the exiled Saints at Counct! Tufts, 
Town, and arsisted his brother Lorenzo 
to harvest a crop on “RNrighanr’s 
Farm,” near Winter Quarters, after 
which he went to the settlements of 
Misgour! and there helped his brothers 
to carn a traveling outfit with which 
they with their familles crossed the 
plaina in 1850, Having ppent the win- 
ter In Salt Lake City, Abram moved to 
Toh}, Utah county, in 1851, and aP- 
sisted to build a grist mi! at the mouth 
of American Fork canyon. Dec. 2. 
1552, he married Miss Permelia Jane 
Lott, after which he made hia home 
in Lehi till 1867 and aggisted materially 
in the development of the place. He 
engaged In farming and stock-ratsing, 
and also kept a hotel. Tn 1861. In 
company with Captain John nr. Mur- 


dock, he made a trip to the States for 
immigrants

A. C. AND MARIA LUKE 


Abram Chase Hatch was born Decem- 
ber 14, 1856, in Lehi, son of Abram and 
Permelia Jane Lott Hatch. He married 
Maria Luke, with whom he had three sons 
and one daughter, Abram Chase, Jr.. Henry 
Ray, Sumner and Kate (Mrs. George) Mur- 
dock. After the death of his first wife he

married Elizabeth Nelson. He died in He- 
ber on March 23, 1932. 

Known to everyone as "Hete," A. C. 
Hatch was a prominent cattle, attorney and 
judge of the Fourth Judicial District. He 
came to Heber with his family in Decem- 
ber, 1867, and remained in the valley until 
hi. 


the family’s extensive horse and cattle 
ranches. While on the ranches he studied 
law and continued his studies in the office 
of William Buys. He successfully passed 
the bar in 1892 and practiced in Heber. He 
was prominent in political and civic devel- 
opments in the area, and when Utah be- 
came a state, in 1896, was appointed the 
first acting judge of the Fourth Judicial 
District by Gov. Heber M. Wells. He also 
served a term in the State Legislature, was 
a member of the city council, justice of 
the peace, and county attorney. “Hete” was 
jovial and steadfast as a friend, sympa- 
thetic yet firm. It was often said of him. 
“He makes an ideal judge.” 

Maria. his wife, was an early graduate 
of the University of Deseret, later the Uni- 
versity of Utah, and was known as an 
adoring and helpful wife. 
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
